abouts" is quite suiiiciem. 
"Germany's private creditors," he 


said, "must frankly face the issue 
Do they want their capital back, 
or do they want high interest? if 
they continue demanding high in- 
terest they may never get back 
their capital" 
Herr Hugenberg further opined 


that amortization of private debts 
should take place on the basis of 
Germany's excess of exports. 


'^Regulation for the future," he 


said, "can only be one which on one 
hand puts the interest rate so low 
that business 
and industry 
can 


stand it, and on the other hand 
provides'for amortization, that does 
not exceed her export balance." 


Herr Hugenberg said that if in- 


stead of bankers, economists and 
business men or even governments, 
were to face each other across a 
green table they would arrive 'at 
the same solution in consonance 
with the principles of national econ- 
omy rather than of private gains. 


Herr Hugenberg's remarks were 


made at a luncheon tendered to 
American correspondents. 


The Nationalist leader, who is 


considered one of the chief powers 
behind the Von Schleicher throne, 
opined that German exports, if the 
present rate of interest on private 
•debts continues; will, during 1933, 
'irop so low that payments on inter- 
est and amortization cannot be met.

time) and continued with diTninish- 
ing intensity until 11:15. The quake 
centered in Nevada where windows 
were shattered. 


Clocks were stopped in cities as 


widely separated as Salt Lake City, 
Utah, and Fresno, Calif. Chande- 
liers swayed, pictures were thrown 
awry and some' crockery broken. 


At 10:10 p. m., western -America, 


bounded roughly by the Canadian 
and Mexican borders and extend- 
ing from the Pacific coast to Salt 
Lake City, 
Utah, and beyond, 


trembled under the series of shocks. 
Needles were hurled from seismo- 
graphs in Spokane, Wash., -Berke- 
ley, Calif., and at the University of 
Santa Clara in San Jose, Calif. 


Minutes later newspapers, in the 


area were subjected to hundreds of 
telephone calls asking the source of 
the shocks. Most of the 
queries 


came from persons reporting sway- 
ing - chandeliers or stopped clocks. 
Rumors of severe damage-in remote 
areas-was quickly investigated and 
discredited.

Points to Danger 


Of Fires During 


eason 


Chief Urges Precautions 


Against Disaster—Lists 


Safety^ Measures 


With the Christmas holidays at 


hand Fire Chief George P. McGil- 
lan today reminded Appieton citi- 
zens of precautions which should 
be taken to insure, the fullest en- 
joyment of the festivities wMch so 
universally center about the home.. 


"First of all," the chief says, "the 


Christmas tree should be placed 
several feet away from any heat- 
ing or lighting fixture and fastened 
securely so it cannot topple over. 
Lighted candles, even in this age 
of electricity, sometimes are used 
as ornaments on trees and in win- 
dows, but since this is a hazardous 
practice it never should be permit- 
ted. Many children, and adults have 
been burned to death in fires orig- 
inating in this way. 
Strings of 


miniature electric bulbs are far 
safer, but care should be exetcised 
in their use, for short circuits and 
contacts of the hot bulbs with 
flimsy ornaments are" likely to start 
fires. 


"Ornaments that are either slow, 


burning or incombustible are rec- 
ommended for trees and room dec-1 
orations instead of paper, cotton or 
other burnable materials. 
_ 
"Usually gifts 
are' unwrapped 


close to the Christmas tree and the 
thin paper is dropped to the floor 
and allowed to accumulate. Smok- 
ing nearby is dangerous, for if a 
match is lighted at this time there is 
great danger of fire. Matches, after 
being lighted, may not be entirely 
out when discarded and if dropped 
on the papers, watch out. A tiny 
blaze flaring up through the paper 
will jump to the tree, after which 
real danger follows. Not only might 
the house burn down but clothing 
may ignite in the struggle to put 
out the flames, resulting in pain- 
ful and serious burns—often fataL 


"A person whose clothing catch- 


es fire should be rolled in a rug or 
woolen blanket to smother the 
flames. 


Toys Cause Fires 


"Toys sometimes are the cause of 


fires. Mechanical toys that use al- 
cohol, kerosene or gasoline as a 
source of heat or power are ex- 
tremely dangerous in the hands of 
an inexperienced 
child. 
They 


should be used under close super- 
vision of an adult—or better still, 
outside of the house.

Child and par- 
ents soon tire of these, and com- 
mence renting films which are apt 
to be of the dangerous nitrocellu- 
lose type. Not only are these films 
highly inflammable, they also give 
off poisonous gas when burning. In 
attempting'to extinguish flames in 
this type of film, one is likely to 
inhale the fumes, which usually 
cause death. 


"Smoking should be discouraged 


in rooms which afe profusely trim- 
med with; quick burning decora- 
tions and extra caution in handling 
anything which might cause fire is 
recommended for this season par- 
ticularly. Some means for quickly 
extinguishing the fire that does 
happen to start certainly should be 
on hand."

change in the existing situation on 
prohibition is essential and while 
some of the latter still respect that 
strict enforcement is the solution 
together "with proper public respect 
for law, the moderates who are 
thinking 
of prohibition from, a 


broad point of view see in the beer 
bill a chance to retain federal pro- 
hibition and postpone indefinitely 
the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment 


To put it another way, the drys 


have a very critical choice to make. 
If the beer bill is defeated or vetoed 
and then fails to pass over the presi- 
dential veto, the momentum behind 
repeal of the eighteenth 
amend- 


ment will be intensified at once. 
The first business of the extra ses- 
sion will be to get the 
repeal 


amendment voted on and it is ap- 
parent now that while the repeal 
amendment will require some modi- 
fication to get through the senate 
the next congress will put it on its 
way to the states. 


If, on the other hand, a beer bill 


has been passed and the country is 
ahead of it the prospect of an ex- 
periment with legalized beer, the 
dry forces will have an opportunity 
to appeal to the public to await the 
outcome of the beer legislation be- 
fore committing itself to anything 
else. 


Another factor in the situation is 


the need for revenue. The drys 
have had several desertions from 
their ranks in congress because of 
the wide-spread 
belief 
that the 


federal deficit can be materially cut 
down by beer taxes. Some of the 
drys dispute this vigorously but re- 
alize just the same that so long as 
tax reduction is held out as an in- 
ducement to vote for beer it will be 
a political threat to many a mem- 
ber of congress who is expected to 
help reduce the income tax burden. 


Extremists Firm 


"What should dry strategy be un- 


der the circumstances? It is evident 
that the extremists among the drys 
who have been dominant will not 
want to yield an inch in the con- 
troversy. Many of them would pre- 
fer to lose valiantly in wnat they 
regard as a great cause than to 
compromise. But the middle-of-the- 
road groups feel that the tide is 
sweeping against prohibition and 
that the country wants a change of 
some kind. To refuse to yield might 
mean the loss of all the ground 
which the prohibitionists feel has 
been gained since the eighteenth 
amendment was adopted especially 
the body 'of judicial decisions and 
Interpretations which have sought 
to regulate the liquor traffic.

Into Child's Thoughts

"What are you thinking about, Rudolph?" 


'""Nothing." 


"Of course you are thinking of something. You're ashamed of it, I sup- 


pose, so you won't tell me." 


"No, I'm not. There is nothing to tell you." 
•"That's what you always say and you sit and think and think and I 


never can find out what it is all about. You must be thinking about 
something and I have 'a right to know what it is." 


When you pry into a child's mind in that way you will find nothing 


but resentment. There is nothing a mind so bitterly resents as prying. 
It closes up the instant it scents the hunter and the more persistent the 
hunt the tighter the closing. 
I am against.prying into a child's mind 
for any purpose. 
The only 


true expression a child ever makes is the voluntary one. When he trusts 
you he confides 'in you. His mind opens wide and you are made wel- 
come to .whatever.it holds. If you force an entrance you are likely to get 
a false expression, one used as a screen to- protect the precious secrets, 
the personal and intimate thoughts. 


Sometimes troubled parents mys- 


tified by a child's behavior, want 
to have the child's mind probed in 
order to find the secret of his 
peculiarities. My experience teach- 
es me to be wary of any such pro- 
ceeding. The less probing the bet- 
ter. If a child seems to be serious- 
ly ill mentally he should be exam- 
ined by an accredited expert, pre- 
ferably one who is attached to a 
reputable hospital or clinic. 
This 


examination ought to be made only 
after consultation with 
a trusted 


physician. 


I stand in awe of a mind, any 


mind. There is that about it which 
I cannot measure, cannot under- 
stand. If has depths that are fear- 
ful, heights that are staggering. 
When'it functions smoothly in per- 
fect health there is no understand- 
ing of it and when it struggles in 
illness-there are hints and signs of 
forces beyond our comprehension. 
Only the most skilled and exper- 
ienced, only those who can speak 
and act with the authority of long 
and humble service in the cause 
of suffering minds have any right 
to probe into the mysteries.

Plant in Valley 


Difficulties in Early Exper- 


iments Recalled by 


Appleton Man 


Meaasha — The history of the 


Manufacturing 
Investment com- 
pany, predecessors of the Interlake 
Pulp and Paper company of Apple- 
ton and one of the pioneer firms in 
the manufacture of sulphite pulp, 
was related by William A. Fannon 
of Appleton at a meeting of the 
Menasha Kiwanis club in Hotel 
Menasha Tuesday noon. 


Fannon outlined the difficulties 
encountered in early experiments 
with the pulp cooking process and 
told how high government officials 
during the administration of Grov- 
er Cleveland were interested in the 
construction of mills to manufac- 
ture pulp in the new way. 
Plants at Appleton and at Madi- 


son, Maine, were the first to be 
constructed and Admiral Robert 
"Fighting Bob" Evans, then a cap- 
tain in the navy, was in charge of 
the Appleton project. 


The 14 original digesters used at 
the Appleton mitt presented a num- 
ber of difficult problems before the 
plant finally was in operation, Fan- 
non explained. Each one was 42 
feet long and 14 feet in diameter. 
No railroad cars were large enough 
to transport the digesters by rail 
and it was necessary to float them 
from the east through the Great 
Lakes and the Fox river to Ap- 
pleton.

The tube is set up like a "lantern" 


and. its invisible rays are focused 
upon a photographic •filpi nine feet 
away. Much as a showman would 
insert a slide in his lantern, the sci- 
entists insert a piece of "excited" 
opper, that is, copper whose atoms 
are activated by treatment with 
jome lorm of energy. 


Upon the photagraphic film, af- 
er a minute's exposure, there forms 
an image quite like a picket fence, 
with numerous pickets - missing. 
These pickets are 
the "spectral 
ines," each of which depicts some- 
hing going on Inside an atom. 


Two of these /lines are particular- 
y remarkable. They are as far 
apart as the width of the head of 
a pin. But this space between them 
represents the distance an electron 
has "moved over" within the cop- 
ser atom, a distance estimated at a 
200 millionth part of 'an inch. The 
move is made when the electron 
changes from one "orbit"_ to an- 
other, and each of its orbits shows 
as a line. 


The tube was developed in the 


physics laboratory by its director, 
Sari Lark-Horovitz, Ph. D. and E. 
P. Miller, research assistant. It is 
exceedingly "fast." It will X-ray 
clearly the atomic "bones!! of soli- 
dified vapor, which hitherto has 
evaported too rapidly to be- caught 
in this manner in the open air. 


Formerly such pictures had to "foe 


made of vapors' in a vacuum.' 


The tube is useful also for taking 


X?ray of numerous organic sub- 
stances which disintegrate rapidly. 
Dr. Lark-Horovitz "said the con- 
struction is so simple that "any 
mechanic can make one of these 
tubes."

Withurthe next 10 days a decision 


is to be reached by the French gov- 
ernment on whether the loan should 
be made. Deputies wTio favored 
making the interest payment of 
more than $19,000,000 to the United 
"States last Thursday raised the 
question of grounds for making the 
Austrian loan. 


(A strangely contrasting view 
was taken in Vienna before France 
defaulted on the due date for the 
American xdebt. It was believed that 
if France paid the United States, the 
chance of its making the loan 
would be practically wiped out. 
This view also applied to England, 
which was to share in the Austrian 
loan, and which paid its American 
debt) 
Behind both problems is the fact 
that France is financially able to

As a consequence, May and 
July wheat contracts "lell fc Ijelow 
and previous bottom quotation this 
season. Some'leading unofficial au- 
thorities contended" that the gov- 
ernment report of only 1.3 per cent 
reduction in domestic winter wheat 
acreage was totally at variance with 
all private advices. 


Bears in wheat asserted that gov- 


ernment figures suggesting a win- 
ter wheat crop of but 400,000,000 
bushels were premature, and that 
other methods of_ calculation point- 
ed instead to 525,000,000. Govern- 
ment experts were alleged to be 
using a very low par, which the 
bears said in the past had been mis- 
leading. Stop loss selling accompan- 
ied the wheat market break to new 
low price records, for the season, 
but when, pressure let up a recov- 
ery ensued. Corn and oats offerings 
that resulted from wheat weakness 
were readily absorbed.

and a short radio sneech entitled

Meanwhile, in the absence of any 


declaration from him as to his re- 
action to the Hoover proposals, Mr. 
Roosevelt*s friends here shared the 
belief of others at Washington that 
he had already responded privately 
to the Hoover suggestion. These 
friends previously said it was their 
belief that Mr. Hoover's idea of a 
commission to treat with the three 
world questions was not in line %vith 
Mr. Roosevelt's views. The presi- 
dent-elect, they explained, has indi- 
cated his belief that whereas debts, 
disarmament and economics might 
have an ultimate interrelationship, 
they should be approached as in- 
dividual problems.

Arrival of Gen- 
eral Hans Kundt at La Paz, Boliv- 
ian capital, to take charge of their 
campaign in the Gran Chaco, may 
well mean a break in the stalemate 
where the two armies lie glaring at 
each other before Fort Saavedra 
across a no-man's land strewn with 
dead. The recent capture of Fort 
Platanillos (Little Bananas) by 


ready to take the offensive. 


Peace machinery also has been 


speeded up as the climax approach- 
es, and the Bolivian foreign office 
1 - at last agreed to send a military 
mission into the Chaco to try to 
settle the long-standing feud. This 
move comes as a result of action by 
the Commission of Neutrals 
(of 


which the United States is one). 
The League of Nations has also ap- 
pealed to both belligerents to stop 
fighting. 


Already, according to the best es- 


timates available, this war has cost 
at least 5000 casualties in dead, 
wounded and missing, more than 
the Battle of Bull Run. The armies 
have steadily grown until there are 
c the actual firing line some 20,000 
troops, almost a war-time American 
division. Heavy artillery, fighting 
planes, and the most modern post 
World War equipment is being 
brought into play. General Kundt 
has apparently brought new life to 
the German-trained Bolivians, as 
*ie really created their army when 
he went to Bolivia 12 years ago. 


General Kundt was a 
German 


major-general, aide to the brilliant 
Mackensen. After the war, like a 
lot of professional German militar- 
ists, he found himself out of a job. 
In 1920 he got a job drilling Bo- 
livia's army, made good at it, and 
became one of Bolivia's big men. 


Returns in Triumph

River and the sea. Both countries 
claim the Chaco, and efforts to_set- 
tle a definite border always failed. 
Each country built forts in the area. 
Thus along the line -where the bor- 
der was in dispute there have been 
a series of "border incidents" since 
1928.La^t spring, in April, there came 
word that Faraguan patrols and 
troops were moving up into the 
Chaco. Both countries grew uneasy. 
In May, the Commission of Neutrals 
tried to assure peace. Fighting be- 
gan shortly afterward ,at Forts 
Mariscal and Santa Cruz, which 
were supposed to have been taken 
b; Bolivia and recaptured by Para- 
guay. So remote in the jungle were 
these forts that it took messengers 
three days to get out to a telephone 
with the news. Both countries 
claimed a defensive war.

front Bolivia soon had 14,000 men

Blockade Threatened 


At the end of July, Bolivia over- 


whelmed a Paraguan force at Fort 
Bouqueron, thus regaining a fort it 
had captured in 1928 and relinquish- 
ed after negotiation. In early Au- 
gust, all the Pan-American nations 
united in joint notice that they 
would recognize no territorial gains 
made by force of arms.

continued to 


mobilize, and further fighting at 
the forts took place in early August, 
and as years of yellow fever control

Bolivia's popula- 
tion is just under 3,000,000.

would be unable to handle it if some 
limit was not set. He asked what 
would be done if this point was 
reached. 


Two women appeared seeking 


clothing. They told the council that 
they had been turned down by the 
Women's Belief committee. They 
said members of the committee told 
them they would have to receive 
aid -through the poor department 
and that the poormaster referred 
them to the committee. 


Referred to Committee 


Alderman Walter Cooper explain- 


ed that there were some people who
